tew.ks also say that sassafras is given 
as a stimulant, ami used in chronic 
cases of rheumatism and skin diseases 
It is sold in branches, in pieces or in 
chips.

In the early days 
of the \ irginia colonv. as Virginia 
sph-e winmI. >a vsafr.is was a considera¬ 
ble item of comm* rce with the moth¬ 
er country.
